A seriés of experiments carried out | 


at a government emperimental sta- 
tion has given Soine interesting re 


sults in regard to Dloughing at differ- 
ent depths and times. 


On an average, over a period of nine 
years, ploughing four Inches deep 
a rotation of corn, oats, clover and 
timothy has given higher yields. than 
has Ploughing seven inches deep, ex- 
cept in the case of oats, in which the 
yields have been practically the fame, 
The shallow ploughing is of particu- 
lar advantage to the corn crop. 

In the preparation of sod land for 
grain, it has been found that plough- 
ing in July, as soon as the hay is off 
and top-working during the summer 
has not only given higher yields or 
oats, but has also left the land free 
from couch grass. The experiment 
has shown that on Sandy loam soil 
it does not pay to either rib the land 
or replough in the fall. On heavy 
Clay soil, ribbing or reploughing late

WEED SEEDS DETECTED BY 
MICROSCOPE 


The detection of weed seeds in lots 
of sowing seeds has been made pos- 
sible by an instrument perfected by 
Dr. D. H. Halmy of the Department 
of Botany at the University of Toron- 
to, it has been announced by univer- 
sity officials. Such seeds are photo- 
raphed through the lens of a micro- 
scope, thus obtaining enlarged stereo- 
scopic views of them. When viewed 
through the Stereoscope, the phogo- 
graphs stand out in perspective, and 
the distinctive characters of each 
seed are made clear, even to a casual 
observer. 

One of the most important sources 
of loss to a farmer is’ in the weeds 
which grow in the crops he sows, ac- 
cording to university officials, who 
believe that the instrument should 
help greatly in ridding the country 
of weeds. Already extensive work has 
been carried on to prove the worth 
of the instrument, and should help 
greatly in ‘ridding the country of 
weeds.

Hay Fever is caused by the irrita- 
tion to the mucous membranes of the 
and“throat from the pollen or 
dust of plants and grasses by persons 
sensitive to such irritation. ‘The of- 
fending plants are trees, grasses and 
weeds, and the particular offender in 
a given case may be recognized by } 
skin tests.

From time to time we have endeavoured 
through these columns to impress upon the mer- 
chants of Stirling the need of an organization 
to promote their interests. There was a time 
when the local Board of Trade functioned but 
it has been dormant for a number of years and 
the merchants have been deprived of an organ- 
ization that could do a great deal for them if 
they co-operated, one with the other. We know 
that there are a number of businessmen in the 
village who realize the importance of organiza- 
tion but the trouble appears to be that no one 
will assume the responsibility of calling a meet- 
ing to put the matter before the merchants. 
Generally speaking the small town or village 
merchant has been having a difficult time to 
keep going during the past few years of depres- 
sion and keen competition and now that times 
are gradually becoming better concentrated 
effort is needed to stimulate and improve busi- 
ness conditions. Here is what the Collingwood 
Enterprise-Bulletin has to say on the question 
of organization: 

“Effective organization is always ahead of 
individual efforts regardless of how energetic 
it may be. Everyone respects a well developed 
organized body. To illustrate, an old story is 
repeated.

On the whole, therefore, it would ap- 
pear that we have no reason to feel 
discouraged about cheese prices this 
year. The sudden drop in prices dur- 
ing the past two ‘weeks, however, 
have caused some comment in the 
country.

Potash is one of the three ‘essen- 
tial Elements of fertility”

the cther nine or ten elements enter- 
ing into the composition of plant ¢is- 
sues, but because they are the three 
which must be constantly returned to 
the soil if its Productiveness is to be 
maintained under our ordinary system 
of farming, which, as we know, entail 
the removal and sale of a least a por- 
tion of our crops. 

Of these three elements, potash is 
the more widely distributed and less 
frequently deficient in soils than nit- 
Togen and phosphoric acid and may be 
considered the least important from 
the standpoint of the necessity of ap- 
plication. Clay loams as a Tule are 
well supplied with potash and seldom 
respond profitably to an application 
of a special potassic fertilizer. In- 
deed, upon heavy clays such an appli- 
cation may depress the yield by bring- 
ing about an unfavourable condition 
of tilth. It is more particularly sandy 
and gravelly loams, limestone Soils 
and soils rich in vegetable matter 
such as mucks ang peaty loams, which

‘When they are discovered they 
should be Checked before further dam-- 
age is done. They can pe controlled_ se 
much more easily at the beginning of 
an outbreak than later in the season 
when their numbers will have increas- 
ed and the leaves on which they are — 
feeding will haye curled up in such 
4 way as to protect the insects from _ 
sprays or dusts, * 

Spraying the plants with nicotine 
Sulphate 40 per cent (Black Leaf 40) 
and water, to which has been added a 
a small amount of laundry soap, is 
the easiest and best method of con- — 
trol. In small amounts, two teaspoon 
fuls of nicotine should be used in a 
gallon of soap water, For larger am- ¥ 
ounts, nicotine should be used at the tat 
Tate of 3:8ths of a pint to 40 gallons : 
of water with two to three pounds of , 
soap added. The material should be ia 
applied on a hot, calm day, drenching 
both upper and lowef*surfaces of the a 
leaves so as to actually hit all the in- 
sects. ‘ : 

In protecting field crops, at least 
100 gallons of the spray should be 
used per acre at each application, 
Two or three applications at weekly 
intervals will be necessary for com- : 
plete control. In buying nicotine sul- — 
phate in quantity, large containers 
shoud be purchased in preference to 7 
a number of small bottles or cans, be- _ 
cause the cost is very much reduced

FOUNDER OF MARQUIS WHEAT 
DEAD 


A year to the day after his wifes 
death, Charles Edward Saunders, who 
won a knighthood for his contribu- 
tions to Canadian agriculture, died at 
his: home in Toronto on Saturday, He 
was 70 years old. To North Ameri- 
can wheat growers in particular and 
to all agriculturists he will be best 
remembered for his developrfient of 
Marquis wheat. 


‘Sir Charles became the first Do- 
minion Cerealist when the Canadian 
government created that post in 1903.

DISTRICT HOG GRADING 
SERVIGE IS IMPROVED 


It is the object of the Dominion 
Livestock Branch to improve the Hog 
Grading Service in the Belleville dis- 
trict, so that farmers will be assured 
of their correct settlements, 

Much effort has been spent in work- 
ing out the Mechanical difficulties of 
the present system. Tihe tattoo sys- 
tem of identification is giving excel- 
lent results. The problem of weigh- 
ing each carcass was overcome by the 
introdution of the Electric Printo- 
matie Scales. These scales are test- 
ed before and during every kill. An 
electric light burns in the scales con- 


}] tinually, to drive out moisfure and to 


keep the temperature of the scales 
as constant as possible. 

Grading becomes a very empty and 
meaningless procedure, if the offi- 
cial grade is not the final basis of 
settlement. . It may be the farmers’ 
privilege to sell his hogs as he sees 
fit, but it is not reasonable to assume 
that hé is in as good a position as 
the drover to judge the actual value 
of his hogs. The commissions paid 
by Packing Houses to drovers is very 
small in comparison to the amount of 
work involved, so that the drover 
must depend on buying the hogs in 
line with their true value or he will
